ORDER GRANTING EXTENSION OF TIME

On November 13,2001, John P. Vidiksis filed a notice of appeal from the October 10,

2007 Initial Decision issued by Administrative Law Judge William Moran (hereinafter the

'ALJ"). The ALJ's Initial Decision arises out of a complaint filed by U.S. EPA Region 3

(hereinafter the ' Region") against Mr. Vidiksis alleging violations of the Toxic Substance

Control Act. Along with his notice of appeal, Mr. Vidiksis filed a motion requesting an

extension of time to file his appeal brief.' Among other things, Mr. Vidiksis explained that he

has retained new counsel to represent him in this appeal. On November 21, 2007, the Region

I Mr. Vidiksis' motion also requested rernand of this case to the ALI for'lroper
certification ofthe record" on the grounds that the ALJ allegedly had failed to rule on certain
post-hearing motions. On Novemb er 2'l ,2007, Mr. Vidiksis filed a partial withdrawal of his
request for remand, having realized that the ALJ's Initial Decision did, in fact, rule on the post-
hearing motion Mr. Vidiksis had filed. Mr. Vidiksis notes, however, that the ALJ failed to rule
on a post-hearing motion filed by the Region requesting correction of certain errors in the
evidentiary hearing transcript. Neither Mr. Vidiksis nor the Region have suggested that any
alleged errors in the hearing transcript are material to this appeal.
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tiled a response to Mr. Vidiksisl motion, stating that the Region does not oppose an extension of

time.

Upon consideration, we hereby grant Mr. Vidiksis an extension of time to file his

appellate brief on or before Friday, January 4, 2008. Pursuant to 40 C.F.R. g 22.30(2), the

Region may file a response to Mr. Vidiksis' appeal brief within the time allowed by that rule.
